, offense to steal chickens if you 
take ’em across state lines. 
The good statesmen didn’t in­ 
tend to pass t’ne law that way in 
: the first place, but it happened 
that there was a hill < S. 1261) pro­ 
viding for the punishment of per­ 
sons transp osing stolen cattle in 
interstate commerce, and for oth­ 
er purposes. 
It 
was “for other 
purposes” that left the door open 
for the chickens to walk in. 
The bill was very specific aboih 
I defining cattle as "one or more 
! bulls, steers, oxen. cows, heifers <>r 
| calves, or the carcasses of one 
more bulls, steers, oxen, cows, heif­ 
ers or calves.’’ Xo chance* of mak­ 
ing a mistake on that, and the 
penalty called for not more than 
I $5000 or five years. 
The committee which had this 
m easure in charge, however, cecid- 
ed that the coverage w asn’t bn ad 
enough, so they put through an 


, amendment which defined cattle as 
“one or more bulls, steers, oxen. 
• cows, heifers, calves, sheep, liogs 
or horses.” 
The amendment got by the com­ 
mittee that way although you’d 
think 
that 
even 
congressmen 
would know that sheep, hogs and 
horses were hardly cattle. 
There 
was 
one 
congressman 
smart 
enough to catch that, and it was 
none other than Jesse P. Wolcott, 
of P ort Huron. Mich. So Congress­ 
man got up and made ’em change 
the law. 
Had ’em strike out the 
word “cattle” because lie had look­ 
ed it up in the dictionary and found 
cattle were bovine animals, and 
bovine animals were horned ani­ 
mals such as sheep, goats and buffa­ 
lo. 
Furthermore, said Jesse, hogs 
didn’t have horns, though he didn’t 
specify whether he looked this up 
in the dictionary or was just rely­ 
ing on memory. 
Anyway. Jesse’s 
real 
purp«,s* 
was to include chickens because 
the chicken stealing business was 
as bad as the bovine stealing busi­ 
ness. so he proposed changing the 
bill to read “animals or fowl” and 
to include "ducks, geese, turkeys 
and so fo“th.

made a few rem arks in support of 
this idea.

Danzig Under German 
Rule for Third Time 


TAANZIG. that beautiful city at 
the mouth of the Vistula river 
in the old Polish Corridor, has had 
a stormy history. 
Three times it has fallen under 
German rule. 
On Sept. 1, 1939. 
Nazi legions pushed into Poland, 
made Danzig a part of the Reich. 
This stamp, one of the winter 
help series of 
1935, shows the 
Danzig stock exchange building. 
Under the Treaty of Versailles, 
Danzig bedamo a free city, flew 
its own flag, made its own laws, 
maintained an army and issued 
its own money and stamps. 
All 
that ended when Germany took 
over. 
The city was founded by Ger­ 
m ans at the beginning of the 13th 
century. Polish Pometvnnian dukes 
ruled until 1308. 
The Teutonic

gime. Danzig returned to Prussia, 
thus remained until the Treaty of 
Versailles.
